THE PRESIDENT. 
"A SMALL INCREASE IN FEVER 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 7.—The small in- 


Crease in the President's fever yesterday and 


to-day has set many sensational reports afloat. 
Dr. Bliss says, however, that there is nothing in 
the symptoms which is giving them uny concern. 
The rise in temperature has not deranged any 
of the other conditions. He has taken his food 
with as much relish as during the previous week, 
aud has slept as much and quite as naturally. 
The surgeons have detected no disturbing 
causes. The wound, so far as can be seen, 
remains in a fxvorable condition. These 
symptoms may point to the formu- 
tion of another abscess, but the 
surgeons feel confidence in their ability to deal 
with any such complication. While the fever is 
approaching the point where it was a week ago, 
tie President is stronger and in every way bet- 
ter prepared to meet it. But, whatever the slight 
disturbance signifies, the surgeons declare 
thore is 
NOTHING IN THE SYMPTOMS TO CAUSE ANY 
UNEASINESS. 
A second examination was made last night to 
see whether any evidences of stoppage & the 
wound could be detected which would account 
for the slight addition to the fever, 
but none could be found. At the 
dressing this morning all the surgeons 
were present, as they were again this evening, 
and all agreed that there was nothing in the 
condition of the wound to show that there was 
any obstruction. The inclination of the sur- 
geons is to attribute the febrile symptoms to 
the great heat. Dr. Biiss thinks that if these 
continue until to-morrow, the cause of them 
must-be by that. time developed. Both Drs. 
Agnew and Humilton left the White House this 
evening immediately after the wound was 
dressed, with the intention of not returning 
until morning. Itis expected that Dr. Agnew 
will make a full examination of the wound in 
the morning if any cause fora closer examina- 
tion seems to exist. 
A QUIET DAY. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. Aug. 7.—The day at the 
Executive Mausion has probably been the quiet- 
est since the President was wounded. There 
was some comment about the city regarding in- 
formation contained in the morning bulletin, 
the language of which was: The President 
this morning is in good condition, although the 
effects of the febrile disturbance of yesterday 
are still slightly perceptible in pulse and tem- 
perature.“ This was construed by many per- 
sons as indicative of unfavorabie symptoms; 
but the general public accepted it as re- 
assuring, and consequently there were few 
inquiries at the Executive Mansion during the 
day. At 12:30 p. m., when the wound was 
dreased, the pulse of the President was 104, tem- 
perature 100, respiration 20. The fact that fever 
existed at this hour was not generally known, 
inasmuch as there was no bulletin issued, the 
information being privately obtained from the 
attending surgeons, who, while admitting that 
the fever has continued aliday,as is shown by 
the evening bulletin, do notappear to desire to 
converse any more than is necessary on the 
subject, thereby leaving the public to form its 
own conclusion as to the cause of the continued 
nigh pulse and temperature. It is intimated 
that there are indications of the formation of 

ANOTHER PUS CAVITY, 
but that its exact location has not been ascer- 
tained. Prof. Beil being absent from the city, 
bis assistant. Mr. Taintor, was called to the 
Mansion late this afternoon to consult with the 
surgeons regarding the use of the electric 
probe, und he was requested to bring a two- 
cells battery to the Mansion to-morrow morning. 
Should it be determined to use the instrument 
at this time, it will probably be for the purpose 
of ascertaining the exact course of the wound 
from the surface of the body to the spot where 
the ball is lodged, and, if possible, discover 
whether there is a pus cavity, and, if so, its 
exact location. The electric probe is a flexible 
tube about twelve or tourteen inches long, 
through which five flexible wires run, which are 
attached to the indicator at the end, which is in- 
serted into the wound. In 
ENDEAVORING TO LOCATE THE BALL. 

the instrument is gradually pushed forward, 
following the channel, into which it may be in- 
serted until it reaches an obstruction. As soon 
as the ball is reached by the probe the indicator 
is affected, and the result is at once apparent to 
the person performing tke operation. The per- 
fect flexibility of the instrument enab‘es the op- 
erator to follow the course of the channel very 
minutely, and, while there is nothing about the 
instrument to give indication of a pus cavity, it 
is thought that if one existed it might be dis- 
covered by the insertion ot the instrument, in- 


asmuch as the tube is liable to enter the cavity 


froth the direct course of the wound, in which 


event it would of course resist the pressure of 


the operator witout announcing its contact with 
the ball. It is understood that the surgeons de- 
sire to procure 
A PERFECT DIAGRAM OF THE WOUND 

and it is therefore probable that the electric 
probe may be used for the purpose. The inser- 
tion of the tupe is said to be a rather trying 
operation. 

Dr. Hamilton, who wag to have left the city 
this afternoon, still remains. All the attending 
surgeons and two consulting surgeons were at 
the evening dressing of the wound. During the 
afternoon a gentieman from Dr. Bliss’ office 
was seen near a cutlery establishment, and in 
explanation of his presence said be had brought 
some surgical instruments which the Doctor de- 
sired sharpened. While these indications are 
not necessarily conciusive of the contemplation 
of an operation upon the President, they at 
least prove that the surgeons are preparing for 
any emergency which may arise. In coversa- 
tion to-night, 

DR. BLISS SPOKE VERY ENCOURAGINGLY 
about the patient, saying he was resting com- 
tortably. and had expressed himself in a general 
way as feeling as well as usual. In reply to a 
question regarding Taintor’s presence at the 
mansion, the Doctor said he (Bliss) had several 
electric probes, one of which be did not under- 
stand, and had requested Taintor to furnish 
him with a battery for the purpose of adjusting 
the instruments. This the Doctor explained as 

a precautionary measure, saying it might be de-

HOW HE PASSES HIS TIME, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
WasninoTton, D. C., Aug. 7.—Gen. Crocker 
says that Guiteau maintains his cheerful de- 
meanor, enjoys good health, and conducts him- 
self much as usual. He made no special ob- 
servance of the day, occupying himself reading 
the books and periodicals to which he has ac- 
cess. He seems to be getting dazed with litera- 
ture, however, and lies on his bed much of the 
time, apparently in deep meditation. He does 
not know Garfield's condition at all, except that 
he infers, of course, that he is alive and proba- 
bly recovering. He realizes, however, that re- 
covery must be a very tedious and painful 
process, and he says he is very sorry that he has 
given the President so much suffering. 
HE MEANT TO KILL HIM 

at once and painiesiy. Warden Crocker em- 
phaticully denies the story that Guiteau is kept 
informed of e President’s condition by a sys- 
tem of telegraphing between him and his fellow- 
prisoners. Crocker says this is nonsense. The 
only persons with whom Guiteau has ang gom- 
munication are officers of the law and thé jail 
wardens, and none of these enter into any con- 
versution with him on the subject or the con- 
sequences of his deed. Mr. Crocker says that, 
if Guiteau has applied for bail, as reported, it is 
more for the effect of the thing than from any 
real desire ov his part to be liberated. * Guiteau 
doesn’t want any bail,“ said the Warden. He 
wants to stay right in the jail, and have it well 
guarded too.’

MURDER OF TWO CHILDREN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 7.—A most horrible 


murder was committed in the outskirts of this 


city last evening. The victims were mere cbil- 
dren,—a boy aged 3and his sister aged 6 years. 
The children were left at home by the uncle and 
aunt while they went to market with a load of. 
vegetables. The uncle returned about 5 o'clock 
for a second load of marketing, when he found 
the children dead, both having been brutaily 
murdered. The two children were . found 
lying side by side beneath the shade 
of a large oak tree with their brains 
and young blood bedewing the grass for 
a yard around. The body of little Lizzie was 
stark naked and stiff, while thai of Joe was yet 
alittle warm. At the feet of the two murdered 
children was found a new ax, but 

NOT A SPOT OR BLEMISH ON IT. 
At the head of the bodies the wretch who com- 
mitted this terrible crime had placed a small fir- 
tree set in a stand of wood, and used at Christ- 
mastide for decorative purposes. The farm 
hands were summoned by the shrieks of Mr. 
Fisher, the uncle, and the bodies were 
carried into the house. As yet no definit 
clew has been discovered. An old negress and 
ber daughter who lived near were both seen in 
the grounds and were arrested, but their 
presence was not unusual, and the absence of 
all motive is turning the attention of the author- 
ities away from the women, although they are 
still held. The story of the uncle, Mr. Fisher, is 
as follows: 

“Saturday morning, between 10 and 11 o’clock, 
Mr. Barnes, the two children, my wife, and I ate 
dinner, and shortly after Mrs. Fisher and myseif 
started for the city. 

BEFORE LEAVING, 

my wife told Lizzie, the littlee one, to sweep out 
the dining-room and kitchen and have a basket 
of chips ready to build a fire when we returned 
home. The little ones seemed very cheerful, 
and followed us balf way down the entrance of 
the grounds, waving their hands and telling us 
not to forget to bring them something from the 
city. This was the last time we saw them alive. 
When we reached the eity we disposed of some 
of our stock of vegetables, and I returned soon, 
leaving my wife at the K street mar- 
ket to sell the remainder. It was 
between 5 and 6 o’clock when I reached the 
furm. I drove up past the house to the west 
and saw the two children lying on the grass, as I 
thought, asleep. 

I CONCLUDED NOT TO WAKE THEM 
until I had stabied my horses, so 1 kept on down, 
the road to the stabie, which is about fifty yards 
north of the house. After 1 had finished this 

1 put the harness on my arm and started 

towurd the house. The ehildren 
still remained quiet, but this did not 
create any uneasiness, and I was just on the 
point of going up the back steps into the kitchen 
when a sudden impulse seized me. I dropped 
the bammer on the porch, and went —— to 
the spot where Joseph and Lizzie were lying. It 
was somewhat dark, and thus far I had not no- 
ticed anything unusual in their appearance. I 
walked up to them, and to my horror discovered 
their taces covered with blood. I stooped 
quickly and picked up the boy. He was limp, 
but dead, and some of

dropved off on my shirt-sleeve. I did not know 
what todo. The little girl was lying in a pool of 
blood, and her brains were slowly oozing out of 
a terrible gash in the head. Her be was cold 
and stiff. She lay with her arms fo#ied, her head 
toward the west and feet to the east, while just 
beyond her head was a piece of cedar which had 
been used last Christmas as a Christmas tree. 
The boy when I found him was lying with his 
head to the east and his feet pointing toward his 
sister’s head. They were pretty close together, 
and the little fellow bad bis rignt wrist resting on 
bis forebead as though he had raised his arm to 
ward off a blow. Atew feet beyond them lay 
one ax, which — “Ee on the wood-pile in the 
rear of the house. 

DID NOT APPEAR TO BE BLOOD-STAINED, 
but was not in the position it had lett in 
the morning. As soon as 1 could lect my 
thoughts I ran around to the front of the house 
and called to the men working in the field, and 
they quickly came to the spot. lasked them who 
bad been to the house during my absence, 
and they replied that the only person they bad 
seen was Christiana Taylor, the old colored 
woman who lived in the stone house near the 
gate by which you enter my farm, While we 
were taiking the old woman came up, and when 
I asked her if she had committed the murder she 
stoutly denied it, and said she hud only been up 
to the house to return a washboard s ad bor- 
rowed from my wife. The men said that she had 
been 

CHASED AWAY BY THE DOGS, 

for they had seen her stop and tbrow a stone at 
one of them and scare him back. I was so en- 
raged when I heard this that I seized the oid 
wretch, and dashed her against that peach-tree 
yonder [pointing to a tree about ten feet from 
the spot where the bodies were}. She then went 
of toward her house, and the next I heard about 
her the police had her in custody.” 

Despite every exertion of the officers the case 
is still wrapped in mystery, but, beyord the 
presence in the grounds of the colored woman 
arrested, no evidence against them has been 
found. The murder, as may be well imagined 
has caused a great sensation.

They have 
had continuous drought for over a mouth, and 
many think one-tourth of the crop has been 
destroyed already, and, if dry weather coniinues 
much longer. the yield will not over halfa 
crop. Oats and bay have turned out well, but 
the yield of wheat, bariev, and rye is not more 
than half a crop, and hemp looks anything but 
flattering, owing to hot and dry weather.

Difficulties in the Work of Surveying. the 
Murray Bay and Trent Valley 
Canals.

THE CANALS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune ., 

Orrawa, Aug. %7.—Mr. Rubridge, Chief En- 
gineer of the Murray Bay and Trent Valley 
Cauals, has arrived in the city on business with 
the Department of Railways and Canals. Con- 
siderable progress has been made on both the 
surveys under his charge. The location surveys 
of the Murray Bay Canal will very shortly be 
completed, and it wilt then be for the Depart- 
ment to decide which of the two routes sur- 
veyed will be selected. One route proceeds to 
Weller’s Bay and the other to Presque Isle. At 
the inception of the Murray Bay scheme the 
route to Weller.s Bay was considered the best, 
but since then circumstances have so changed. 
that there is now very little to choose between 
the two routes. These parties are now engaged 
in making exploratory surveys and taking levels 
in order to und a _ practicable route 
for the Trent Valley. Canal One 
party has just about completed a sur- 
vey of what is kuown as the old 
portage from Lake Simcoe to Lake Bolsam, 
which is situated on the hight of land. The 
second party is engaged in surveying from Pe- 
terborouah and Mud Lake, and have already 
worked us far as Nassau. Thethird party is 
working from Heely's Fails to Chisolm’s Rapids. 
Since the first survey and report was made by 
Mr. Baird, nearly fitty years ago, circumstances 
have so changed that it would ge impossible to 
foliow the route laid down by bim. When he 
made his exploration the country was to a great 
extent a wilderness, but it has since become 80 
thickly populated that to follow his route would 
mecessitate going through so much private prop- 
erty that the expense would be too 
great. For instance, at Campbellforg there 
are now large  mulli establishments, 
which would be destroyed were the rivers 
dammed up at this point as proposed by Baird. 
At Petersborough a practicable route bas been 
discovered, which would carry the cagal back of 
the mills at that place. In many other piaces 
the surveying parties have been obliged to sur- 
vey entirely new rouves from the reason stated 
above. The surveys cannot be completed this 
season, and it is probaple that tne engineer will 
be directed to confine his attention this year to 
the more difficult portions ot the route. The 
greatest engineering difficulties are in the neigh- 
borhood of Petersvorough and from . Matche- 
dack Bay to Lake Huron. The prospects for a 
practicable route for the whole canal are, how- 
ever, much better than was expected. 


NOVA SCOTIA CATTLE DISEASE,

An Unpleasant Rumpus. Over the 
Alleged Disloyalty of a 
Delegate.

A Reported Split Over the Control of 
the Skirmishing Fund. 


The Irish National Convention, which has 
been holding sessions in the Palmer House, has 
not yet adjourned, and it is probable that it will 
not adjourn before Tuesday. The work of or- 
ganization bas yet to be perfected, and the 
charges made against Mr. West by Mr. J. Cur- 
ran Keegan in an evening paper are to be thor- 
oughly investigated. 

A TRIBUNE reporter bad a talk with Keegan 
yesterday afternoon, but all he would say was 
that he knew West, and believed he was a spy 
because his father had been in the secret em- 
ployment of the British Government in 1798, 
and the son of a traitor must be one. He de- 
clined to state what proof he had to sustain his 
cbarges. . 

A Trispune. representative sought out Mr. 
West, the person whom Mr. Keegan charges 
with being a paid spy of the British Govern- 
ment, and with doing the work of Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt in the Convention. He was 
found in the neighborhood of Burke's Hotel, in 
company with two delegates to the Convention 


from Central Iltinois and some delegates from 


the New England States. Mr. West is a young 
man about 30, of 
FINE, SOLDIERLY APPEARANCE, 

and frank, gentlemauly manners. He is with- 
out doubt one of the most intelligent members 
of the Convention, and his manner and bearing 
yesterday would indicate anything than that he 
was a traitor ip the camp. 

“What have you to say, Mr. West, as to the 
charges made against you by Keegan that you 
are not a loyal Irish Nationalist?“ 

„Well.“ he said, there is not a word of truth 
in the whole story. Keegan says he knew me in 
Ireland. I was born in the United States,—in 
the City of Providence, raised there, educated 
there, and practiced law there. I have never 
been outof the United States in my life. I 
never saw Keegan until I met him in Provi- 
dence, where he was connected with the Tele- 
gram; I exchanged few words with him 
ever. As to the charge that my father 
was a 98 informer, the dest answer 
to that is that my father was not born in 88. 
My motives in regard to Irish matters bave 
never been called in quesdon before. I feel 


| keenly the position in which Keegan’s utterances 


have placed me, and am ready and willing to 
meet the charges. Those who know me best 
know that [ have sacrificed time and money in 
the advancemeut ot the principles of Irish 
nationality. Of course,“ Mr. West continued, 
“in doing so I did no more than my duty as the 
son of a good Irishman, whose tair fame has 
never been smirched, nor bas that been at- 
teramted until Keegan opened bis mouth.“ 

What could have been Keegan's motive in 
assailing your character?“ 

“Treally could not say, except it be an in- 
sane desire on his part to bring himself into 
prominence.” 

Mr. West then went on to charge that Keegan 
has been a pretender, that he has tried to palm 
himself off as the grandson of John Philpot 
Curran, the Irish orator, as à graduate of Trin- 
ity College, an ex-editor of the Dublin Jrishman, 
etc., etc. He entered into a history of Keecan's 
doings in Providence and other Eastern cities. 
Mr. West said be was willing to stand the most 
rigid examination. 

It is only Justice to Mr. West to state that the 
delegates who could be got to speak on the sub- 
ject were unanimous and emphatic in their 
professions of confidence in Mr. West’s inno-

sioner Raum. The machine which performs 
such perfect work, and withal operates so noise. 
lesly, deserves to be better known in its details 
than it is. 

The system of management of the 1 
Revenue Bureau is not the invention of an in- 
spired genius, nor vet the outgrowth of Con- 
gressional wisdom, but the result of years of 
diligent study by men of experience who were 
themselves responsible tor the work they were 
undertaking to accomplish. When it is eon- 
sidered that among its other functions, the Ip- 
ternal-Revenue Bureau undertakes to guard 
every gallon of distilled liquors manufactured 
within the United States, and to keep an eye dn 
every pound of ingredients which enter into its 
manufacture, from the time the wagon laden 
with grain backs up to the warehouse until the 
finished intoxicant reaches the sheives of the re- 
tailer, the result seems a marvel of administra. © 
tive accuracy. 

In the working methods of the Bureau, two 
central principies stand out prominentiy: name- 
ly, the daily rendering of accounts to the last 
cent, and the system of inspection at irregular’ 
intervals by different individuals, which renders 
¢0:nbinations and rings impossible. There 
are,” says Commissioner Haut in bis letter to

Each Deputy-Coliector is required to turn in 
his collections as often us they amount w the 
sum of Sl. % in hand, and, furthermore, to 
make monthly reports to tbe Collectors cover- 
ing their operations during the month. Their 
subordinate Deputies are required td familiar- 
ize themselves witb their respective distyicis, 
learning tue names and locations of every man 
or tirm dealing in taxable articles, and te visit 
such places at least once every month, on which 
occasion they make a thorough examination 
of the books and premises, muking a 
comprebensive and detailed statement of 
the condition of affairs as they find 
them. The Deputies alternate in thelf re- 
sponsibility for a specitied pordon of tteir re- 
spective divisions, and thus, following egen 
other, become a check in sume sense upon their 
fellows. Dealers never know when their prem- 
ises are to ba inspected, nor by whom, and pefice 
are bound to be always in a condition of readi- 
ness. Under any other system the — 
the Bureau could hardly be maintaived a 
present high standard, Colléctors make dally 
returns to the Commissioner of all moneys re- 
ceived at their ofiices; no balances are curtied 
over, and it a Collector is stricken with disease 
or death half an hour after closing bis ollice at 
night, any speciell agent of the Bureau can enter 
his office on the following morumg and continue 
the work of the district without contusion. 

As to inspections, perhaps the most elaborate 
system ever put into practital use is employ 
in the Internal-Revenue Bureau. Under it wh 
accuracy of the work pertormed seems less a 
maryel than it otherwise would be. Deputy 
Collectors “inspect’’ their subordinates, and 
Coliectors “ inspect”’ and make reports upon 
their Deputy Collectors. This inspection com- 
prehends almost everything that could form the 
subject of legitimate inquiry; the habits; char- 
acteristics, and acquirements of the individual 
as well as his method of performing tbe work he 
has in charge, and his familiarity wita the regu- 
lations of the service und the Internal- 
Revenue laws. The system of changing 
Deputies about from division to di- 
vision wituin their districts serves to 
make these inspections varied in character, and 
gives the Commsssioner and, this officials in 
Washington the muteriai out of which to frame | 
a record for any mun in the service so complete 
that the term “photograph gullery., applied to 
the series, expresses nu more than the truch. 

This, however, is not the end of the system ot 
inspection, nor, indeed, iis most important 
feature. Thirty-five Special Revenue Agents 
—experts in all that relates to tue internal-rev- 
enue service+are constantly performmg their 
itineraries in every part of the land. To the 
majority of these are ussigued districts, the 
boundaries of which are constantly changing, 
and for which they are held responsible, ia a 
certain sense, for several months at a time. 
Their functions are inquisitorial to the 
last devrree. The age, length of serv- 
ice, standing in the community, meth- 
ods of perfurming duties and,—in cases @ 
Collectors and Deputy-Collectors—the means 
adopted to inform themselves of the-qualiticu- 
tions, faithfulness, and elliciency of their subor- 
dinates—are a few of the subjects of inquiry. 
Hypothetical cases are gotten up by the special 
ugent, with which the examinee is required to 
deal in bis presence. Moreover, the special 
agent accompunies the Collector aud his Depu- 
ties upon a tour of inspection, covering a por- 
tion of his district or division, to witness toe 
methods adopted, and for the purpose of learn- 
ing factsof interest to the Government, and to 
sec for himself the condition of affairs. As in 
the case of Deputy-Collectors within their dis- 
tricts, special agents suceeed each other in 
charge of affairs of a given territory; and, fol- 
lowing each other about, each applying his own 
especial methods of inspection,.the variety and 
completeness of the records Torwarded to the 
Commissioner is changed many foid. 

Compiete as the system of inspection would 
seem to be, it is not enough. The whole country 
is divided into ive grand divisions: and five of 
the most expert of the revenue agents are a$- 
Signed tu specialduty within them. Their duties, 
besides the general work of inspection in the 
same linc as that already described, ſheludes the 
counting Of stamps and cash in the possession 
or Collectors and Deputy-Coliectors to see jf 
they tally with the reports made to the Commis- 
sioner, aad to inspeet more especially the 
tem of bookkeepiog and accounting practiced in 
each office. These officials, aithough pormianent- 
ly assigned to the duty mentioned, “rotate” 
from grand division to grand division, each 
plementing the work of his predecessor, not 
lug aware of the recommendations the other has 
nude, but seeing for himself and gathermg 
material for bis report from origina: sourees. «

It wili be seen at 
a glance that this is liable to deceive any one 
without close inspection, anda number of In- 
diana farmers bave been cheated with them 


this summer. The last heard of the wang they

THE PRESIDENT AND GUITEAU. 

A few days after the shooting of the Presi- 
dent Surgeon-General Barnes declared that 
it would be thirty days before he could be 
pronounced out of danger. More than five 
weeks have now elapsed, and still the coun- 
try anxiously waits for the announcement 
that the danger-point has been passed and 
the period of convalescence entered upon. 
But no day passes without a rise of the 
President’s temperature and a quickening of 
his pulse-beats, indicating the presence of 
fever. The best surgical and medical advice 
and attention, the most tender and watchful 
nursing, and the deepest solicitude on the 
part of a whole people have not availed to 
avert from the President a ‘single hardship 
incident to an almost fatal wound. The ter- 
rible force of physical habit which domi- 
nates mankind in sickness and health has 
abated none of its rigor in the case of the 
illustrious patient in the Executive Man- 
sion. Each recurring week has witnessed a 
crisis causing anxiety to the attending sur- 
geons and alarm to the country; and the 
fifth week, passed on Saturday, furnished no 
exception to the rule. On that day the fever, 
as if again determined to reassert its sway, 
rose higher, the pulse quickening, and the 
temperature approaching close to the danger- 
limit, 

For some time past there has been a dis- 
position on the part of the public to try to 
forget the wretch Guiteau,—to ignore his 
miserable existence, to regard him as un- 
worthy even of disgust and hate,—in order 
the more fully to indulge sympathy for his 
suffering victim.

THE DUTY ON SWEDISH IRON. 

Some weeks ago a statement was published 
of a legal devision in the trial of a case be- 
fore the United States District Court at 
Boston. Messrs. Newell and others, of that 
city, imported 3,227 bars of the commodity 
known as “Swedish iron“; and the Collect- 
or of Customs at Boston demanded thereon 
the duties imposed by law on steel, The im- 


The impudence | porters protested, paid the duty, and brought 


suit for the recovery of the excess of duties, 
claiming that the goods were only properly 
chargeable with the duty on iron, The trial 
was a protracted one, and much learning and 
ability were enlisted in the case. The result 
was a verdict for the plaintiffs in the sum of 
$2,626. The case turned upon the fact, 
whether the metal imported was “iron” or 
“steel,” its commercial designation being 
“Swedish iron.” The jury found that it was 
iron, and not steel. The Industrial World, 
a paper published in this city in the interest 
of the manufacturers, states that the classifi- 
cation of the new metal has been the-subject 
of discussion in metallurgical circles, and

of steel being used jn the construction of ships 
and boilers, the name “steel” being associated

as to the propricty of its use in these directions, 
and also of their own ability to deal successfully 
with it snould they be required to use it in their 
ordinary — 1 hese ideas have con- 
tributed largely to that disinclination to adopt 
the “new material!“ with which steelmakers 
bu ve been so long and so successfully contend- 
ing. The application of the term * steel“ to the 
newer classes of this' metal was indeed unfort- 
unate, sofar as thé makers were concerned, 
and has contributed_not a little to the many 
diiliculties they have experienced in the con- 
duct of their business Even in the minds of 
experts there has been something approaching 
to a confusion of ideas rewarding these metals. 
through the use of the term steel and some 
efforts have been made to get over the difficulty 
by a division into classes, whereby the milder 
or softer should be called“ ingot iron,” or homo- 
geneous metal, while the harder retained the 
olaer designation of/steel; but difficulties which 
I need not here enumerate have prevented the 
general adoption of this proposal. 


Mr. Riley’s definition of steel is stated to 
be that it is an alloy of iron, and this prin- 
cipally with carbon, the aim ofthe manufact- 
urer being to obtain the alloy with such pro- 


* portions of each as shall best fit it for the 


purpose for which it is intended.” The new 
metal is produced by what is called “ the 
open-hearth process.“ Swedish iron, in its 
present form, is but an improvement over 
what has been known for a long time, and 
the attempt to have it legally classed as steel 
is due to the watchful labors of the steel. 
monopoly of the United States, which is sub- 
sidized by a tariff duty of $28 per ton on con- 
sumers. The theory is that the manufacture 
of Swedish iron has been so improved and 
perfected that it may for many purposes be 
used successfully in place of steel, and there- 
fore the people of the United States should 
not be permitted to enjoy the benefit 
of the improvement, but shall be compelled 
to pay the prices demanded for the more 
costly material. The trial before the Boston 
Court has resulted in the legal definition that 
Swedish iron is not steel, and is subject only 
to the duty imposed on tron. Commenting 
upon this case, an organ of the subsidy 
policy says: 


The importance of this Boston decision cannot 
be overestimated. It practically reduces the 

rotection on certain grades of steel and places 

he new metal on a par with iron, Lf it is finally 
settled that open-hearth steel is dutiable on the 
basis of common iron, then it is a matter of con- 
siderable moment bow far this rul will tend 
to reduce the value of all classes of steel in this 
country in favor of the consumer, and whether 
the results will not call for a change in our new 
revenue laws so far ae placing open-hearth steel in 
the sume list with other varieties of steel. 


The spirit of this suggestion is that which 
is the life of the subsidy policy. The pres- 
ent tax on steel paid by the consumer is $28 
per ton. The people of the United States are 
at present the greatest consumers of steel in 
the world, and they pay $28 per ton more for 
the steel they use than they would have to 
pay in the absence of that tax. Now, the 
theory of protection is, that in case there 
should be discoveries and inventions where- 
by steel could be produced and sold at $10 
per ton the people of the} United States 
should be excluded from all benefit resuiting 
from this discovery. So far as the people ot 
this country are concerned, they are to have 
none of the advantages of the inventions and 
discoveries of mankind, “Tie tax on steel is 
to be $28 per ton, n matter if the cost of its 
production may fall to $10 per ton.

In point of fact that is tlie only safe way to 
maintain the subsidy business. To secure 
perfect protection.“ Congress should de- 
clare that no goods or products of any for- 
eign country should be soid in the United 
States except upon the payment of a tax of 
100 to 200 per cent of their value, and then’ 
the Secretary of the Treasury should be re- 
quired te enforce this law by such increase 
of the rates of duty from time to time as 
changes in the cost of production may ne- 
cessitate, the object and intention of the law 
being to keep the import tax always high 
enough to prohibit any importations what- 
ever. Then American manufacturers, hav- 
ing no competition, would be able to enjoy 
the luxury of extra high prices, fastened 
wpon the consumers, such as they cannot 
otherwise ever hope to enjoy.

HOW INDIAN WARS ARE PROVOKED. 
How indian wars originate, and how pro- 
longed, obstinate, and costly they become, are 
matters of histery too familiar to the coun- 
try. We are now threatened with another 
war, this time with the Navajos in New Mex- 
ico. This tribe is a large one, and one of the 
few whose numbers are increasing, and 


whose condition is rapidly progressing. These 


Indians possess one of the traits of civiliza- 
tion, which seems to be the most difficult for 
Indians ever to acquire, and even to under- 
stand, and that is thrift. The Navajos have 
now large herds of cattle, droves of horses, 
and of sheep and goats. They are increas- 
ing their stock and productions annual- 
ly and are becoming wealthy. They are 
a peaceful tribe, andias they progress in 
industry they become more and more tracta- 
ble. Nevertheless they are Indians, and have 
not so far forgotten their old habits that they 


may not become excited and sanguinary. 


This tribe is just now having a serious con- 
flict with the Government authority, and one 
which threatens to grow into a war. 

Of course the trouble originates with an 
„Agent,“ as most Indian troubles do. The 
Indians are under the treaty entitled to re- 
ceive certain supplies from the Government, 
and these are distributed by the Agent, and 
his name is Eastman. A correspondent writ- 
ing to the New York Tribune from Santa Fé 
under date of July 2 thus condenses the 


facts in the case: 

Perhaps two years ago this Mr. Eastman came 
as Agent. He is probably a good man morally, 
but seems to be a fanatic, or at any rate cer- 
tainly has no common sense. He tried to en- 
force the obsorvance of Sunday, stop card-play- 
ing, etc.. and for infractions of his rules pun- 
ished by cutting off rations, etc. He became so 
obnoxious that a revolt was feared. Advice bad 
no effect on Bim. He insisted on going on, Wulle 
the Indians became more and more incensed. 
They gave notice that they would stand it no 
longer, and Mr. Eastman ned. Evory one, civil

THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 

Although important issues are pending in 
the coming French elections, which take 
place on the 2lst inst., the people of that Re- 
public are discussing them with an ünusual 
degree of calmness. The campaign is mov- 
ing on with vigor, and the leaders, especially 
among the various factions of Republicans— 
for the Monarchists have abandoned all hope 
of increasing their strength—are Very active 
in their movements, and yet there is an ab- 
sence of excitement, which speaks well for 
the stability of free institutions and for the 
manner in which the French people are fast 
learning the lesson of self-government. The 
present Chamber was elected Oct. 14, 1877, 
and its commission has just expired. The 
election followed upon the dissoluuon of the 
Chamber, which was caused by the abrupt 
dismissal of the Simon Ministry by Marshal 
MacMahon, It was a bitterly exciting cam- 
paign, and the reactionary Government even 
went to the extent of changing the Prefectsin 
a large number of departments for the avowed 
purpose of manipulating the election in its 
favor, and was as unS{ushing in its corrupt 
methods as ever were the Burbon leaders in 
our Southern States. Marshal MacMahon 
issued personal appeals to the people, and 
the army was utilized as an election-machine, 
but all to uo purpose. The voters resolutely 
rallied to the support of Republicanism, and 
returned 5385 Republicans, a majority of 140, 
and when the supplementary elections were 
held the number was increased to over 400. 

As we have already said, the Monarchist 
factions will hardly figure in this election. It 
will be a contest for supremacy between the 
different Republican factions, and it is be- 
lieved that the more radical ones will be 
victorious. The most interesting feature of 
the election, and fhe only one which in- 
volves any issue af doubt, is the feeling of 
the French people towards the policy of 
Gambetta. In his speech at the Tours ban- 
quet, he defined his platform very explicitly. 
He defended the existence of the Senate, 
but desired to see the two Llouses actuated 
by the same sentiment. To accomplish this, 
he believed that the electoral system from 
which it derived its origin should be re- 
formed, “It is necessary.“ he said, to 
introduce into the mode of nominating Sen- 
ators the principle of proportional equality 
of communes,” Ile argued that the irre- 
movability of Senators was contrary to. the 
principles of universal suffrage, and urged 
that they should have to submit to reslec- 


tion by a Congriss of the two Houses, 
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“By this means,” sald he, “the Re- 
publican majority will obtain the bal- 
last and stability it at present lacks, 
and if the revision of the Constitu- 
tion is restricted to this point a majority 
might be found in the Senate willing to pass 
it.“ In the course of his address, M. Gam- 
betta advocated other great reforms, among 
them a complete system of secular primary 
education, and measures to make entrance 
and examinations fof publie service inde- 
pendent of private means. He also favored 
a law giving workmen full liberty of associa- 
ticn, the fusion of parliamentary groups into 
acompact Ministerial majority, and the es- 
tablishment of systems of life, accident, and 
crop insurance. In reply to a question as fe 
what he thought must be asked of universal 
suffrage, he replied: * 

The constitutional reform of the Senate, the 
construction of a majority truly represeating 
the country, and administrative reform. France 
would solve the other questions to be raised, 
because she is democratic from her very heart. 
In a few days she wiil loudly prociaim what she 
desires. Whatever may be her decision, no 
thought of cupidity or resistance will enter the 
mind of any one. It there be a division, it will 
be one of rivalry for the performance of duty, 
not for the attainment of power. 


It is stated that the Republicans will be a 
unit for the adoption of some of the reforms 


indicated by Gambetta, such as the associa- 


tion of workmen, the extension of education, 
and the economic and social reforms, which 
he proposes, but that upon the question of 
revising the status of the Senate there will 
beasplitin the party. The resultof the 
election will therefore be eagerly watched, 
but whatever may be the outcome it is gratify- 
ing to observe the calm and rational manner 
in which the campaign is conducted, and to 
be assured by such an authority as M. Gam- 
betta that if there be a division “it will be 
one of rivalry for the performance of duty, 
not for the attainment of power.”’

W. iA G. Fareo, whose death in Buf- 
falo was recently reported, was born at Pompey 
Hill, Onondaga County, N. Y., May 20, 1818. His 
father was a laboring man, and he was one of 
twelve children.

He was a clerk in 
several country stores before he was of age. In 
1838 he moved to Syracuse, and for four years be 
was employed hy grocerymen there. Then he 
got a clerkship in the forwarding house of Dan- 
ford & Co., of Syracuse. In 1840 he married 
Anna H. Wiiliams, of Pompey, by whom he had 
eight children, only two of whom are now living. 
In 1841 he was freight agent for a local railway, 
and latér was the company’s agent at Buffalo. 
In January, 1844, in company with Henry Wells 

and Daniel Dunning, he organized an express 
line from Buffalo to Detroit, by way of Cleve- 
land. This was the foundation of the great 
American Express Company, whigh now has 
2,700 offices and maintains 6,000 men. He organ- 
ized the Pacific express business in 185], under 
the title of Wells, Fargo & Co. He left a large 
fortune.

CRIMINAL LAW. 


The New Penal Code of New York. 
9% Legal News. 

The penal code of the State of New York, 
which bas been duly passed and approved by 
the Governor, is not to go into operation as law 
at present. The date named for ite taking effect 
is May 1, 1882. A two-toid object is secured by 
the nine months’ postponement. First, the pub- 
lic will have time to study its provisions and de- 
tect its faults; and, second, the Legislature Will 
have opportuuity to amend it as may be found 
desi rabie. 

This Code is a compend practically complete 
and exhaustive of the whole law of this State 
under which punishments may be inflicted. it 
does not deal with proceedings or affect civil 
rights to any great extent. The gist of it is 
Stated in these opening words: “No act or 
omission .. fall be aeemed punishable 
exceptas prescribed or authorized by this code.’ 
ete. it practically repeais all statutes under 


which beretofore any person might be bunwged, 


imprisoned, fined, or disfranchised: aud 6 
embodies concise statements of all the * — 
les of penal jurisprudeoce deemed important 
ov enuble the courts to decide whether a culprit 
bas incurred penalty of law. ‘To use again its own 
words: “ This code spocifies the classes of per- 
sons who are deemed capable of crimes, and lia- 
ble to punishment .thercror, defines the nature 
of the various crimes, and prescribes the kind 
and measure Of puvishment to be inflicted for 
each.” itis thus the most comprehensive meas- 
ure of criminal! law ever put forts in this State. 
The history of the measure, brietly stated. is 
that the Constitution of led directed two codi- 
fications: one of procedure, which has been re- 
cently completed; another of the. general law 
of the State. Under this direction the Board 
known as the Commissiouers ot the Code—eom- 
— of Messrs. David Dudley Fieid, William 
zurtis Noyes, and Alexander W. Bradford wus 
created for the duty of framing three codes of 
political, civil, and penal law. it is known from 
the deliberations of the Legisiature upon their 
reports that the first preparation of the political 
and civil codes was chiefly undertaken by Mr. 
Field. The framing of tue penal code was as- 
signed, as among the Oomnuissiongrs, to Mr. 
Noyes; the actual drafting of the sec- 
tions, with the notes and other matters 
involved, after the plan and analysis, was 
settied by the Commissioners, baving been in- 
trusted to Mr. Abbott, then their Secretary, 
since one of the Conimissioners by whom the 


_| United States statutes were revised. The draft 


“having passed the ordeal of being twice read 
and cunsidered by the Board, and twice printed 
and distributed extensively for advisory sugges- 
tions, was submitted te tne Legislature. Much 
labor has been beatowed on it by another Board, 
the Commissioners to revise tbe statutes, and 
also by the committees, with the codperation of 
Mr. Field. It has once at least before this year 
passed both Houses, but failed of the Governor's 
approval. 

‘he code opens with three titles embodying 
‘general principles of criminal law: many of them 
are such as heretofore have not been distinctly 
declared, but huve been matters of question and 
argumentin the courts. Thus the vexed ques- 
tion of moral insanity is here settied—conform- 
ably to a decision of the Court of Appeals 
rendered since the report was made—by 
the plain deciaration: A morbid propeusity 
to commit prohibited acts existing in 
the mind of a person not incapable of 
knowing they were wrong forms no defense. So, 
the old-fashioned doctrine that a wife cannot be 
punisbed for an wet done in her husband's pres- 
ence is repudiated. The doctrine of self-defense 
is definitly stated; and so are the rules govern- 
lug those very perplexing cases in which acrime 
is committed partly, within partly outside the 
State. Then followsame 650 sections defining 
all known ofeyg@s and allotting the punish- 
ments. Several articles would be needful to 
give even an outline in detail. In general the 
existing statutes are closely followed in their 
substance. Additional provisions are inserted 
to supply defects in the former statute laws or 
to make the law clear upon points heretofore 
doubttul. A general definition is often substi- 
tuted for numerous statutes. Whatare called 
in the parlunce of the court-rootn common 
law rules.“ declaring the proof necessary to es- 
tablish any particular offense, are freely inserted. 
The enumeration of svecitic offenses is very 
minute; the attempt bas evidently been to give 
an approrgiate provision for every description 
of rie ich can be anticipated: yet, to cover 
possible cases which may have escaped attené 
tion, some zenerul provisions are made like this: 
A person who willfully and wrongfuily commits 
any act which seriously injures the person or 
property of another, disturba or endangers the 
public peace or health, openly outrages pubiic 
decency. ¢te., is punishable for misdemeanor. 
And e long statute closes with provisions 
reguinting pardon, sentences to imprisonment 
and thoir effect, increased punishment of second 
offenses, and careful definitions of the more 
technical. terms employed. 


A QUEER CASE. 


Supersensitive Medical Ktiquet on Its 
Dignity. — | 

A telegram was received from Cleveland late 
last night inguirmg into the death of one Mrs. 


M. A. Oliver, formerly of that city, and whose 


recent gemise was supposed to be shrouded in 
mystery. Tho telegram gave the name of 
Dr. Thurston, No. 510 Wabash avenue, 
the attending physician, and this gentle- 
man was roused from his slumbers 
shortly after midnight by a TRIBUNE 
reporter in search of what promised to be a 
genuine sensation, but whicb proved to be minus 
anything bordering on the extraordinary. Mrs. 
Over was a widow of some 40 years of age, and 
up to within a short time was employed in the 
honsehold of Mrs. Dr. Gould, un Wabash avenue. 
Some two weeks ago she left this place 
with a view of taking an Eastern trip, 
and went to a respectable boarding- 
place at 481 Wabash avenue to spend 
u few days previous to her departure. While 
there she was attacked with an aggravated 
form of summer complaint, for which she was 
treated by Dr. Tburston. After about ten days’ 
illnesa it waethougbt best to place her where 
she would have better nursing than & boarding- 
house vaturally affords, and sue was accord- 
iugly removed to Mercy Hospital on Monduy 
last. The attending physician, Dr. Davis, agreed 
with the diagnosis and treatment of Dr. Tuurs- 
ton, and no serious result was anticipated, but 
on Thursday Mrs. Oliver gied. it developed 
that she bad relatives in Cleveland, and upon 
their being advised by Dr. Tburston’s telegram, 
replied that a relative would be in Chicago by 
Baturday, ana ordered that the botiv be taken 
charge of by an undertaker. Dr. Thurs- 
ton arranged accordingly with Jor- 
dan, the undertaker, and that he might 
not be delayed by the possible absenve of the 
hospital physician, wrote out a certificate of 
death, which was ascribed to gastro-entcritic 
fever. The bospital people refused to give up 
the body for some reason best known to them- 
selves, but probably owing to a super-sensitive- 
ness ona point of professional etiquet. The 
Cleveland people telegraphed later that they 
could not come on, and that the body should be 
forwarded, but it was still at the hospital, last 
night.

SUNDAY BRAWLS. 


Stone-Throwing. Stabbing, and Gen- 
eral Bloed-Letting in the West 
Twellth Street District, 

The West Twelfth Street Pclice District man- 
ages to mafntain its reputation for deeds of 
crime and Sunday bioodshed. There were a 
ecries of vicious brawls throughout the district 
yesterday, and the police patro# was kept busy 
in running hither and thither. Nothing of any 
serious nature took place, however, until 
shortly after 6 o'clock, when a gut 
arose in the vicinity of a § stone 
yard which is open from the street at 
the corner of Clinton and Forquer streets. Dur- 
ing the afternoon a party Of nine or ten young 
boodlums of the district organized a little orgie 
over a quantity of beer, which they either stole 
or purchased and carted intothe yard. They 
were all “under the influence,” when three 
men, living somewhere on Ewing gtreet in the 
vicinity, came along, and, because these stopped 
to look at their carousals, the young blackguards 
begun an unprovoked attack upon them. 
The broken stone with which the yard is filled 
made dangerous weapons, and the three mén, 
after vainly endeavoring to stand their ground, 
began a retreat. Their assailants followed them 
up, and one of them had got ina murderous 
blow upon one of the refugees, when Frank 
Shuramm,a young Bobemianof 19 years, who 
was standing in front of his boarding-house at 
No, % Forquer street, interfered. He 
had no svoner seized the young roffian 
who inflicted the blow than he was 
set spon by his companions, Oue ot the larger 
members of the party jumped upon Shuramm 
and dealt him aterrific blow on the forehead 
with alarge stone. At the same time un attempt 
was made torob Shuramm of his watch and 
chair. Upon seeing that the mau was badly 
hurt, his assailants scattered. The injured man 
was borne into the house, aud was there attended 
by Dr, J. Folbrecht,who found 8 very severe con- 
tusion on the forehead near the right temple, and 
put three stitches in the gash. He considered 
the injury a very ‘severe one, but was unable to 
say how it wouid result. 

he affray created cousiderable excitement 
in the neighborhood. A large crowd gathered, 
and rumors that trom one tu a half-dozen men 
had been killed were soon in circulation. By 
the time the police patrol arrived the gang of 
thugs had escaped, and while search for some

An Army Officer's Estimate of 
This Distinguished Ab. 
origine. 


The Late Lamented Was an In- 
dian of Strong Char- 
acter, 


His Dislike of Baldheaded Men, and 
His Friendship for the 
Whites. 

Speculation as to the Cause of His Fatal 
Encounter with Red-Dog. 


Les,“ said Maj. A. S. Burt, of the United 
States Army, who is residing in Chicago on re- 
cruiting service, when a TRIBUNE reporter saw 
him yesterday afternoon, * I knew Spotted-Tail 
very well. He was a Brulé Sioux, a Chief noted 
for his stateamanship and diplomatic craft 
amo the Indians, He was short 
aud ‘yery heavy-ect. His forehead was 
broad, and he had a not remarkedly broad 
nose, while his face was quite intellectual. 
Spotted-Tail was popular with all the army on- 
cers and also among the iadies. Whenever he 
visited the residence of any army officer he was 
always made welcome beeause he had a very 
refined and geutlemauly way about bim for a 
rude and untutored savage. We all thought 
well or Old Spot,’ as the others called him, bo- 
cause he was a friend of the whites.” 

Was he considered a great Chief?” asked the 
reporter. , 
For a long time he had control of but a small 


band of Sioux, who roamed along the banks of 


the Republican River, hunting and fishing. Dur- 
ing the building of the Union Pacific Railroad 
Old Spot was noted for 
HIS PEACEFUL POLICY 

toward the white people, and for this reason he 
bad no large following among the Sioux until 
they came under the control of the United 
States Government. Spotted Tail was a great 
army friend of Oapt. Lee, of the Ninth Infantry, 
although he had many other warm friends 
among the officers, I thought a great deal of 
‘Old Spot by self.“ 

Ho old was he, do you suppose?" 

* You can’t tell upon the banks of what river, 
or the exact location of the forest, or the cor- 
rect tepee in which the late lamented first saw 
the light of day: An Indian looks 
same after he gets to be 50 yea 
does when he is 70. I'll put it mildly. Spot 
was probably 50, 60, 63 years old,—a little youn 
er or older. I guess that's as near as any * 
can tell you his age. But the old Sioux was re- 
ally a statesman among his people, and yet he

He was a 
friend of the Government owing to the fact 
that he was the advocate of a peace licy 
among his people.

Two years ago, at a Council at Camp Rovinson, 
he saidto the genticmen who came to talk to 
bim: ‘Go back to the Great Father, and teil 
him to send po more bald-headed men to treat 
with us. never saw a bald-headed man who 
was notaliar.’ At avnother time Col. Royal met 
him. and asked the gid Indian: How is 
it, that you aud 1 are about the same 
age, and 1 uin 80 ald looking, 
wulle you retain the appearance of youth?’ 
Spotted-‘Tail smiled. He understood English 
very weil, but disliked to talk it. He made 
an answer to the interpreter, who laughed 
heartily. Col. Royal heard the remark, and 
asked the interpreter what Old Spot had said. 
The interpreter hesitated, and finally answered; 
‘He says you look old because you drink too 
much whisky.’ Col. Royal laugbed, but be 
asked no more questions. Spotted-Tail 
led in fights aginst the Pawnees, 
who were the Sioux old _ enemirs, 
and he always acquitted himself with credit. 
‘Old Spot,’ as | understand it, always planned 
his tights beforeband, and be evinced in them a 
great deal of stategic ability. He led fights 
uguinst the Pawnees, Utes, and the Crows. 
Spotted-Tail was born southeast of the Black 
Hills, somnewhere in the Kepublican country.” 

“He became enlightened somewhat, did he

„ Spotted-Tail was a man desirous of further- 
ing the ochool interests among bis people. He 
hau one of his boys at school at Carlisle, Pa., but

THE SAMENESS OF CHRIST. 
SERMON BY THE REV. z. u. HUMHHREY, b. . 

The Rev. Dr. Z. M. Humpbrey, formerly of 
this city but nowof Cincinnati, occupied the 
pulpit of the First Presbyterian Church yester- 
day morning, and preached to a large congrega- 
tion. He selected as his text the following 


words: 

Jesus Christ, the same yesterday, to-day, and 
forever.—Heb., riii., 8. 

The sermon was especially adapted to Com- 
munion-Day, and was an earnest, eloquent, and 


impressive effort. 

The text, he said. was the crowding of a great 
many precious facts into a few words. It was 
more than a seed-thought or proverb, and, if 
taken as a definition of Christ's greatness, it 
first instructed us and next impressed us 
with our ignorance. It could be compared to 
the utterance of Christ in reference to Abra- 
nam when he said: “ Before Abraham was I 
am.” The word yesterday.“ he thought, was 
a balance to forever as used in the text, and to- 
day was not a fixed buta changeable fact. Yes- 
terday had been to-day, and to-day would grow 
into to-morrow, and thus time went on making 
up the great forever. Without playing with 
words, however, it was enough for us to know 
the one great fact taught in the text, which was 
that God was to-day what He had always been, 
and always would be,—an ever-living, unchang- 
ing Being. 

The speaker then proceeded to consider God 
as a unity in history, in which he dwelt at some 
length, and with considerable feeling, on the 
fact that heathenism had bean constautly losing 
ground and giving way to Christianity. Ww here 
the old gods of mythology lost, the Christ of 
“to-day, yesterday, and forever” had gained, 
as all history taught, and the time would come 
when all religions would yield to the religion of 
Christ. History was, in fact, full of Chrisi, and 
He was the simpie unchangeable figure that He 
always was. g 

The reverend gentleman next cousidered 
Christ as the harmunizer of all truth. Wherever 
au idea of spirituality was found, or wherever a 
great moral was set forth, they were found bet- 
ter presented in the Bible. It was a favorit pas- 
time in these latter days to sitt the religions, 
the aim appearing to be to get at some- 
thing absolute, but the great Christian religion 
was enough in itseif for all else, and Christ was 
its expounder. The yesterday and to-day of all 
religion was Christ, and all that was true in 
morals was found ein Him. Nothing could sur- 
pass in truth, beauty, and simplicity the Sermon 
on the Mount. Then came the great moral that 
the seed of good and evil was not in the hand or 
on the lips, but in the heart, and the words 
* holiness and love” were a volume in them- 
selves in teaching the ways of God. All the 


worid bad been fixed by Christ, St. John taught, 


and ali that it would ever have would dome from 


Him,—all that was true, great, and noble, as He 


was the barmonizer of ail truth. 

Christ, too, was the unchanging secret of hu- 
man life, as suggested by the text. He could 
alone create, and none other could save. If 
Moses was in glory it was because his robes had 
been washed and made white in Christ's blood. 
Great men had lived, and there were names in 
history which couid be referred to with pride, 
but there were none like Cirist. Franklin, for 
instance, had dropped words of wisdom, which 
we should not forget, and he had taught some 
valuable lessons werthy of emulation, but Christ 
alone was the Savior and reliance of the world. 


It the Christian desired to take his one talent 


and multiply it for God and His Kingdom, be 
could fad examples of wealth and vrosperity, 
and learn lessons from the past, but Christ 
he would find after all was the atoneinent and 
the i:fe, and beside Him there was none other, 
for if His spirituality was lost Heaven would be 
missed. He was the secret of human life, hu- 
man success, and a certain Savior, the same 
yesterday, to-day, and forever. 


The speaker next drew from the text the | 


thought that Christ was the ever living svurce 
of man's comfort and he:p, and a never failing 
reliance. We might have friends upon whom 
we could rely, or to whom we could look for aid 
in time of need, but the trouble in comparing 
their belp with that of God, was that we did not 
have the assurance, and could not have it. that 
they would be steadfast. A friend helping us 
once gave us a basis to hope that he would help us 
again, but while hope was pouring in one ear 
doubt was rushing in at the other. But we 
could go to Curist with confidence, knowing He 
would not forsake us,and that He was as the 
text had so beautifully expressed. His promises 
were ampie,and made the very air about us 
sweet and musical: and since He was unchange- 
what else could the world ask? And He 
bad always kept His promises, — 12 we were 
werk like Peter or doubting like Thomas. He 
was one and the same, now and forever. Neither 
persecution, distress, want, nor ‘sword should 
drive us from Him, and the blessed assurance 
He gives us should quell our anxiety for the 
future. e did not know, of course, what 
would come, but we did know that Death could 
not steal in upon us without Christ's knowing. 
Whatever came, therefore, Christ would come 
with it, and He should be to us our constant 
comfort and heip. 

inconclusion the speaker spoke of the Lord’s 
Supper and its institution, and said that while 
the Aposties had fallen asleep the ordinance 
lived. As Christ had been at the first supper, 
He had been at every one since. He had not 
been visible to the naked eye., but He had taken 
part at every sacrament. e speaker once ad- 
ministered the ordinance at a death-bed, and 
felt that Christ was there. The sick man also 
telt his presencc, and though Death was stand- 
ing beside the bed, there was no fear, no trem- 
bling, and ail was peace. 

After the sermon the Lord’s Sup 
brated, to which all members of o 
were invited.

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THE LIGHT OF CONSCIENCE. 
SERMON BY THE REV. DR. CODDINGTON. 
The Rev. Dr. Coddington, of Syracuse, N. Y., 

preached in the Second Presbyterian Church 

yesterday morning from the following text: 

Our lamps are gone out.—Matt., rrv. &. 

These words had suggested to the speaker a 
few reflections on the light of censcience. 
Solomon had declared, “The spirit of man is 
the candie of the Lord,” and, “ the light of the 
righteous rejoiceth, but the lamps of the wicked 
shall be put out.“ Job had said, How oft is 
the candle of the wicked put out.“ In its final 
analysis, conscicuce appeared to be of a three- 
fold nature. It was, first, the reason, recogniz- 
ing moral instruction, and distingyishing be- 
tween right and wrong. As such, it was an 
organ of knowledge, and was purely human. 
This recognition of a radical difference between 
rigbt and wrong was a moral intuition, 
universal, infailibie, and incapable of 
improvement. The soul, having dis- 
covered this distinction, the judgment 
then applied it to individual actions and objects. 
Thus a set of moral judgments was supplied 
which made a practical rule of life. The judg- 
ments thus exercised on moral questions was 
the second element of conscience, the practical 
part purely human, liabie to error and capable 
of improvement. 

The third element was the impelling or au- 
thoritative one,—the feeling, or impuise, of ap- 
proval of the right, and disapproval of the 
wrong. The direction of this impulse was al- 
ways the same. The force of it might be 
strengthened or weakened. While in us it was 
not of us; it was the voice and spirit of God,— 
“the light which lighteth every man that com- 
eth into the world.“ The reason, the judgment, 
and the Almighty spirit in men—the autborita- 
tive or impulsive—were the three elements of 
conscience, which was the foundation of all mo- 
rality and religion in man. 

The loss of conscience was clearly a double 
loss. Reason was incapable of improvement. 
Its intentions were universal and ultimate. 
They couid not be demonstrated or educated. 
The other two elements were capable of in- 
crease or diminution. on the buman side

character. The work of the Gospel was to re- 
veal sin and to define holiness. 

The work of sin in the beart and the decline 
of spiritual life was also a gradual process, The 
soul was taken, little by little. Sometimes an 
exposure of long-continued secret babits was 
mude which startied the community, and per- 
baps the individual himself. The movement of 
sin was oftener by stealth, and was detected 
only by the closest observation. That was tne 

rocess of sin in the beart in its most fatal 
orm. No one could enter into evil 
associations and remain pure. The Bible 
taught that no man liveth to himself alone. 
Yet it furnished no insurance policy to the soul 


| wilffully plunging iuto the midst of sin. There 


was an infernal magoetism in bad company, and 
the number of the fallen and helpless should 
warn men to beware of the bondage of evil as- 
sociations. 

To look upon sin with complacency was in- 
computable with a genuine Christian life, ana to 
partey with it was halt a surrender. There was 
eccasion for alarm if one could listen ta pro- 
fane or impure language without pain. When 
sin had ceased to pain it would begin to please. 
liistory illustrated the ease with which men 
copied the absurdities and the repulsive de- 
formities of society. Imitation was an instinct, 
Words, habits, life, creeds were thoughtiesly 
copied, and thus the growth of character has a 
process of unconscious conformity. | 

The process of spiritual deciension was un- 
observed, because the fatal results were not al- 
ways presentor apparent. The human heart 
might become putrid with moral disease, and 
yet the man ＋ live comparatively easy in 
certain forms of enjoymew. This led the vie- 
tim on, while be was infatuated witb the idea 
that he might yet turn aside and escape the 
penalty. ut the process of moral disease and 
death went on. It wasan important fact of pro- 
bation that men were hourly changing for weal 
or wo. There was no explanation of this 
amazingunconcern. Physical decay was studied 
by science, but soul corruption might go on for 
years without excitmg alarm. Yet 
were filled with the rvolish assurance of future 
virtue and strength. and of the strange infatua- 
tion that God's patience would await their con- 
venienve. Hence Satan presented sin as only a 
temporary expedient. No man took it for his 
everlasting portion. The intoxicating cup, dis- 
honesty in trade, were suddenly found to be ex- 
pedient, and the man fell. Sin was expedient 
under no circumstances. It never paid, or, 
rather, it always paid. The Bibie was true, 
The wages of sin is death.“ 

in conclusion, the speaker observed that the 
subject taught the wiedum of thoroughly exam- 
ining the sounduess of individual judgements. 
Men should not be content with mental ability 
in religious discussions. They should learn to 
look at the moral aspects of every act. They 
should never trifle with their own or another's 
conscientious scruples. One who had lived a 
life of sin could have little reason to expect any 
great light and moral power at the last.

CHRISTIAN OBEDIENCE. 
SERMON BY THE REV. E. B. HULBERT. 
The Rev. E. B. Hulbert preached yesterday 
morning at the Fourth Baptist Church, corner 
of West Washington and Paulina streets. His 
theme was Christian Obedience,” and his text 
the words of Christ, “ If ye love me, keep my 

command ments.”’ 

If asked whether the Ten Commandments 
constituted a perfect rule of duty the reverend 
gontleman said he would answer both yes and 
no. Yes, because they enjoined love to God 
and man, which Jesus taught was the whole ot 
buman duty. Yes, because Christ declared the 
Ten Commandments to be un perfect 
code when He said to the young man 

Gospel, “This do and thou gsbait 

Yes, because every specific command 

elsewhere -ecorded might be referred to some 

oue of these Ten Commandments, so that per- 

fect obedience to the spirit of them would be 
pertect obedience to the law. 

Nevertheless, he would answer that, in another 
sense, they did not constitute a perfect rule of 
duty. No, decause there were many things 
binding on Christians which would never bave 
been known. to be binding had not Goa 
given a further revelation of His will 
than that contained in the Decalog. The 
great duty of men in this age was faith 
in Christ. If the speaker were asked. What 
sbail we do that we might work the works of 
God?” he would not auswer, Keep the Jen 
Commandments.“ but, in the words of the Lord 
Jesus, This is the work of God, that ye believe 
on Him whom He hath seut.“ When the Lord 
pronounced the words, It ye love me, kee 
inv commandments,” the speaker thought He 
referred not to the Decalog. but to those pre- 
cepts that bad fallen from His own lips. In 
listening to His voice, receiving His spirit, and 
following in His footsteps, the law would be 
satisfied, for Christ was the end of the 
law to every one that believed. In obey- 
ing His commandments, obedience would be 
rendered to the Ten Commandments, and all 
others which should be binding upon the oil 
dren of men, for His injunctions covered the 
whole field of Christian obligation. 

Obedience to Christ, or to God, how was it to 
be rendered, and by what spirit was it to be act- 
uated? What elements must it contain, and 
what characteristics must it display? In order 
to bea true. a genuine obedience, from what 
source must it spring? These were questions 
which deserved careful consideration. True 
obediencé was comparatively rare. There was 
aspurious obedience which God would spura 
from His presence, although it passed cur- 
rent | among men. All true obedience 
had its source in the sanctified affections 
of the heart, and must be, first of all, internal 
and spiritual, having its origin in the inmost re- 
cesses of the soul. No merely external com- 
pliance with God's uirements could possibly 
meet the demand. e acceptance of a set 
of opinions, the adoption of certain cus- 
toms, conformity to specified regulations, the 
fulfillment of around of ceremonies, the ob- 
servance of devotions, and the bestowment of 
charities—all these activities of the outer life 
were worse than nothing if the seat of their 
vitality were not in the secret places 
of the moral life. God looked directly 
into the heart itself, and approved 
or disapproved the secret affections and 
purposes of the soul. A man might be a Phari- 
see, pure Outwardly asa whited sepuichre, but 
inwardly full of dead men's bones and all un- 
cieanness. If service did not spring from the 
loving affections of the heart, the man would be 
radically deficient in the master principle ot all 
genuine obedience. “If you are obeying God,” 
said the speaker, not because you want to, but 
because you feel you must, it is not a loving 
service, but a service of restraint, rendered re- 
luctiarftly; then be convinced that it is not that 
obedience which the Gospel efijoins.”’ 

All genuine obedience must accept the law of 
God as its standard. His ‘holy will had 

clearly reveaicd in is word, and 
therefore that word was holy, and 
all its cOmmandments just and ood, 
Character must be conformed to the will of the 
Maker, who had a claim upon it, and who 


centred in His person all the attributes of holi- 


ness. There could be no higher standard-of ex- 
cellence than the Bible, and this vo lum must 
direct the movements of the life, that the be- 
liever might walk always in the perfect law of 
liberty which God had given His children. The 
Christian was under the most solemn Obliga- 
tions to live in conformity with the 
demands of the Bible; be must aecept 
what it accepts, and reject what it rejects; 
nor was he bound by any other authority. 
Governed honestly by that rule, a man would 
not be dishonest, selfish, disloyal, meanly sub- 
missive, rude, immoral, inhospitabie, quarrel- 
some, prejudiced, slothful, revengeful, deceit- 
ful, morose. With his life regulated by that 
standard, a man could not knowingly and will- 
ingiy cherish any form of sin. 

ience, to be of the genuine sort, had for 
itstrue end the glory of God. If God were 
obeyed from any selfish motives, if Heaven 
were sought to be earned, the attempt would be 
a lamentable failure. Expediency, easy con- 
venience, popular sentiment, public opinion, 
prevailing custom, general tone of piety in 
the churches, or similar considerations, were 
often made the rule of action, but the Bible 
rule was frequently in direct an nism with 
allof them. The revealed will of God was the 
only right rule of conduct. 

If obedience had for its end anything lower 
than God's honor, if it were actuated by selfish 
considerations,for the promotion of merely self - 
ish interests, then in t it was radically de- 
fective. This service was not to one who would 
pay a premium for selfishness, let that selfish- 
ness be never so subtle and refined. The Holy 
Spirit must be the coworker in every act of 
true obedience, not that we aro sutfticient of 
ourselves, to think anything of ourselves. but 
our sufficiency is of God.” Noman ever truly 
ä and by the divine codp- 
eration.

The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst then preached a 
vigorous discourse from the following text: 

“if we confess our sins, He is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us trom 
all unrighteousness.’’—St. John, Epistie, i., 9. 

The speaker said that the sermon was not on 
the subject of holiness. but on the subject of 
how to attain that holiness. The effect on the 
mind of the reader of that text must depend on 
the state of mind of the one who reads. If the 
reader docs not comprehend the necessity of. 
forgiveness, he will not receive the promise in 
the textin the proper spirit. While a chaplain 
of a prison, the speaker had seen men who cared 
nothing about pardon, and they seldom received 
one. There may be be those in the congrega- 
tion rejoicing in the consciousness of pardon. It 
is no wonder that they sing. They rejoice and 
sing in the glorious consciousness of salvation. 
When the text is read to one of these his 
thoughts rush back to the time when his patdon 
was assured. It is a sad thought that 
there might be some at the meetings 
who did not want a pardon. It is 
no compliment to their nobility of soul that 
they do not wish to be forgiven. Human hearts 
by nature are full of the sediment of sin. When 
the hearts are shaken by adversity in business 
or at home, when they are thoroughly shaken 
up, they become roiled, muddy, and turbulent. 
By the power of the Holy Ubost these hearts can 
be purified of their sediment. It is the test of 
the shaking that shows what the heart is. The 
word in the text on which all depends is the 
word “confess.” It is the pivotal word of the 
whole passage for the reader. 

God gives the word, therefore it is perfect in 
its adaptation to all our wants. To whom does 
God give tne word? He gives it to the masses. 
He talks to the millions and gives the word 80 
that the millions can understand it. The idea 
of confession,in the minds of the people means 
that a man stall stop sinning when he confesses. 
lf a man confesses his sin in the proper 
spirit, be will stop sinning so far as conscious 
sin is concerned. The first—the very first— 
step in confession is to stop the doing of those 
things which must be confessed. Kepentance 
also implies that confession be made as public 
as the sins are known,—no more, no leas. A man 
who wants to make aconfession wants everybody 
to know it.. If the question is at home, settle it 
there, and not in church. If it ia between the 
soul and God, settle it between the soul and God. 
It is not good common sense to do otherwise. 
Unless a man lives in the wood as a hermit, he 
cannot be a Christian and keep it all to himselt. 
There are too many cowardly, dark-lantern 
Christians who have been trying it for thirty or 
forty years, and have not succeeded in becoming 
true followers of Christ. Again, confession 
must be followed by works. The man who has 
been harmed must be made whole. Restitution 
must be made for the wrong done to the 
extent of the wrong-doer’s ability.

The Russian National Debt. 

According to the most recent official statement 
the condition of the Russian State debt at the 
beginning of 1880 was as follows: The consoli- 
dated debt entered in the Great Book of the 
State amounted to £45,127,000, together with 
84,500,000 Dutch gulden, 120,660,000 silver rubles, 
and 1,358,320,000 paper rubies, making altogether 
292.078.000. The floating debt was £68,470.000 
and 288,270,000 paper rubies, making altogether 
£97 ,300,000. If to these sums are added £90,100,000 
for uncovered paper money, the total amount of 

Russian State debt is £490,086,000.

A religious paper has said that I am a 
Sabbath-breaker, and that I caused all these 
murders. 

Last Sunday | asked for a glass of water and 
somebody gave me a giass of beer. I never 
drank too much in my life. It everybody fol- 
lowed my example and precept 

THERE WOULD BE NO DRUNKENNESS. 


I am here because I have no right to say how 
you should spend Sunday. This morning I 
went to church, and now I am here. 

There are in Chicago a great many creeds, na- 
tionalities, and phases of religion, and who shall 
say who is right or wrong? I believe I can come 
here and speak words as good as spoken in a 
sanctuary. If you assemble to enjoy yourseives 
and request your Mayor to speak, he has no 
right to say: “I won't, because it is Sunday.” 
Did any man ever see me under the effects of 
liquor or consorting with thieves or murderers? 

Took at this crowd and I see no drunken 
men; no voman but what is a wife or 
ready to become one. [Laughter.] Why should 
T say I am too good to go to a German — on 
u Sunday? You are Platt- Deutsch. To-day I 
am Platt- Deutsch. This is a great and cosmo- 
politan city, and vou are all good Americans, 
Am Ja Sabbath-breaker? Havel nota right to 
talk to you when you ask me? Now, as I am 
the head of the city, let me speak. I have said 
that light beer and licht wine would drive out 
drunkenness, and yet { am accused of Sabbath- 
breaking and drunkenness. . 

I want to talk to you as Germans. Look at 
that [holding up a glassof water]. It is pure as 
crystal, and yetif you drink too much of it you 
may suffer from flatulency of the stomach. 
Stand by beer, but let it stand by you, and do 
not lie down byit. God Almighty has given 
men beer, because their systems demand a stim- 
ulant. Let me talk to you; [ have aright, because 
the Germans knowl! am the Germans’ friend. 
Iam a cosmopolitan. I like Germans because 
they have been friends to me and mine. They 
took my wife and children by the hand, and 
German bands smoothed my wife's dying bed. 
She lies in German soil. I extend tomy German 
friends the right hand of fellowship.

CHICAGO TO MINNEAPOLIS.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
MINNEAPOLIS, Mion., Aug. 6.—Between the 
heat in Chicago at the beginning of the week,

in search of a wave from Manitoba and the 
truth as to the crops. Desiring to pass through 

a fairly representative agricultural section, I 

bought my ticket to this place, via the Albert 

Lea route,” 80 as to traverse the three States of 

Illinois, Iowa, and Minnesota. 

CROPS. — 
Ihardly need say that between Chicago and 
the Mississippi, corn, which is the principal 


staple, is poor along the rich bottom- lands: but 


farmers with whom I conversed assured me 


that the recent fine weather was sending it 
ahead on the higher prairie-lands, and that a 
fair crop would be realized. 

When we reached the uplands west of Daven- 
port, the shocks of wheat and vats, bright and 
yellow, told plainly that small grains were har- 
vested in good shape; and the occasional view 
of steam-thrashers at work revealed the fact 
that the new crop was being rapidly made ready 
for the market. At every station at which we 
stopped I made diligent inquiry as to yield, and 
was agreeably surprised to find that it was bet- 
ter than had been anticipated or announced. 

The corn in the eastern section of Iowa is sim- 
ply magnificent; and, in fact, ali the way from 
West. Liberty to Minneapolis, it stands rank, 
green, and fiourishing. 


DEMAND FOR CARS, 


Minnesota farmers and wheat-dealers, along 
the line of the Minneapolis & St. Louis Road, as- 
sured me that sixtcen to eighteen bushels of 
wheat per acre would be thrashed. The one 
great grow! now is, that cars cannot be bad in 
quantity sufficient to handle the crop. I was 
shown ord for carsat heudquarters here that 
would for thirty days to come put a severe tax 
upon motive power and cars to double the ex- 
tent of present ownership. Elevators are gen- 
erally quite fuil, and the new crop is being 
rushed in for market. 

I met at St. Paul yesterday Mr. Warner, who 
has 9,000 ucres of wheat in Southwestern Minne- 
sota, and he assured me that it would average 
eighteen busbels to the acre. 

At Northern Pacific & Manitoba Railroad 
headquarters the cry is, Cars—cars—cars! Tak- 
ing the increased acreage in Minnesota and Da- 
kota into consideration, there will be a crop as 
large as last year. 

Tbe wheat this year is bright and plump, and 
will grade No. 1.
